Thro u gh acres o f ho t ashes, 
into heaps o f bricks, skeleto ns 
o f o ld landmarks and twisted 
steel girders the ex plo rers du g, 
hu nting v alu ed do cu ments and 
pro perty that might hav e su r­ 
v iv ed the ho lo cau st, and ho ping 
the lo ss o f hu man life wo u ld no t 
gro w. 
The o ne kno wn v ictim was a 
man abo u t 70, initials o n his belt 
bu ckle leading to his tentativ e 
identificatio n as Isaac Means, a 
sto cky ards wo rker. 
One o ther 
death was attribu ted indirectly 
to the disaster; Walter Bu rn- 
field, 33, who dro pped dead o f 
ex citement as he watched the 
flames. 
The great packing plants o f 
Swift, Armo u r, Mo rris, Wilso n 
were nev er endangered as the 
ho t breeze fanned the fire east­ 
ward and away fro m the big 
pro cessing ho u ses, flanking the 
acres o f o pen pens o n the west. 
These packers, little affected 
by the blaze, were o perating to ­ 
day and ev en the banks that 
were redu ced to ru ins anno u nced 
bu siness as u su al in tempo rary 
qu arters. 
Trading o n the co u ntry ’s lead­ 
ing liv esto ck ex change started a 
little late, bu t the mo rning ar­ 
riv als o f liv esto ck were o nly 
slightly fewer than was antici­ 
pated in Satu rday ’s o fficial es­ 
timates.

“'rile hope of the

One member of the board dis­ 
sented from the Darrow findings 
in a minority report. This mem­ 
ber, John F. Sinclair, now re­ 
signed, denou nced the condu ct 
of the majority and labelled its 
findings as “a t times misleading 
and u nreliable.” 
Sinclair u rged the president to 
appoint an “ably staffed, non­ 
political board” to act for the 
protection of small, independent 
bu siness which he deemed, in 
sev eral respects, endangered u n­ 
der the codes. 
Th NRA itself, in a reply to 
the rev iew 
board 
which 
was 
made pu blic simu ltaneou sly with 
the report, defended itself in 
langu age as plain as th a t of the 
I^rrow y ocu m ent. The NRA ad­ 
ministrator, Hu gh 
S. Johnson, 
said: 
“A more su perficial, intem per­ 
ate and inaccu rate docu ment 
than the report, I hav e nev er 
seen. In my ju dgment this board 
has missed a great opportu nity 
for a real pu blic serv ice. As it is 
now acting it is of no serv ice to 
any body —it is a political sou nd­ 
ing board. In v iew of its fix ed 
preju dices and partisanship and 
its u nfair methods of taking and 
reporting testim ony ,. the con­ 
clu sion is inescapable th at the 
board is not proceeding in good 
faith to fu lfill its pu blic obliga# 
tions.” 
The major Darrow report con­ 
sisted of a brief sy nopsis and 
general statem ent of opinion 
ending in an assertion th at NRA 
can’t do the job assigned to it. 
It contained also separate re­ 
ports on the codes for steel, coal 
mining, motion pictu res, 
elec­ 
trical manu factu ring, dy eing and 
cleaning, ru bber 
footwear, 
ice 
m anu factu re and coal retailing. 
In more or less 
degree it de­ 
nou nced all bu t one as oppres­ 
siv e and produ ctiv e of monopoly , 
and it proposed radical changes 
in most. The cleaning code was 
passed withou t recommendation 
on the feeling th at “no appre­ 
ciable resu lts cou ld be obtained 
by amending the code.”

Acco rding to the Research D epartm ent o f the 
NRA, an annual building vo lume o f 800,000 resi­ 
dential units in required to supply the need fo r 
new dwellings. This takes no acco unt o f re­ 
placem ent o f existing sub-standard ho mes, and 
until these are replaced the needed vo lume co uld 
easily be at the rate o f 2,000,000 structures a year. 
A building revival co uld fall far belo w these 
high limits, and still be the mo st po werful o f fac­ 
to rs in fighting depressio n. No do llar we spend 
do es mo re wo rk, in stim ulating do mestic trade 
and pro viding emplo yment, th an do es the build­ 
ing do llar. Surveys sho w th a t 37.3 per cent o f 
all the mo ney spent go es to labo r at the site 
to 
excavato rs, 
graders, 
carpenters, 
maso ns, 
plumbers, plasterers, etc. The balance o f 62.7 
per cent go es to buy needed m aterials and sup­ 
plies— and the great bulk o f th a t is paid to 
wo rkers in the plants and facto ries m anufactur­ 
ing them. In general, abo ut eighty cents o ut o f 
each do llar go es to labo r, directly o r indirectly. 
The heavy industries — tho se supplying such 
m anufactures as steel, lumber, cem ent — were 
hit hardest by hard times. They are facing the 
gravest difficulties in reco vering fro m them.

Spurring co nstructio n wo uld do m uch to so lve 
a legio n o f o ur mo st tro ubleso me pro blems. 


INDUSTRIAL REVIVAL AND FIRE SAFETY 
On every side o ne hears o f new efficiency in 
industry. In such a regime there is no place fo r 
fire, the great waster o f lives, m aterials and time. 
This is a particularly go o d time o f the year to 
co nsider ways o f banishing fire fro m industry 
The stir o f spring is in the air, peo ple are be­ 
ginning to clean up and paint up their pro perty 
and beautify their premises. In industry there 
is a very definite place fo r such activities, and 
they sho uld go m uch further th an when limited 
to private dwellings. In additio n to the usual 
inspectio n fo r co mmo n fire hazards, there sho uld 
be a careful search fo r special hazards peculiar 
to the m anufacturing pro cesses o f the business. 
In o rder to minimize the po ssibility o f fire, it 
is best to fo rm ulate a set o f rules fo r the guid­ 
ance o f the co ncern’s emplo yes. These sho uld 
be pro minently displayed and explained to all, 
and any infractio n pro mptly dealt with. In ad­ 
ditio n, it is wo rthwhile to o rganize the emplo yes 
fo r the purpo se o f preventing and fighting fires 
o n the premises. Emplo yes may be trained in 
handling a limited am o unt o f fire fighting equip­ 
m ent to extinguish o r co ntro l fires until the lo ­ 
cal fire departm ent can arrive at the scene. 
The “spring clean-up” idea has been highly 
successful in banishing fire. It is a wo rthwhile 
pro ject in which o ur to wn m ight well engage, in 
o rder to co nserve life and pro perty.
